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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species B in the reply filed on March 1 5, 
2006 is acknowledged. It is noted that claims 7-9 have been cancelled in the 
preliminary amendment filed on January 12, 2005. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement.

Specification

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

9. Claims 10-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Benson et al. (US 5,660,105). 

Benson discloses all the recited elements of the invention including an upper 
body element (e.g., 24) having an upper connector element (e.g., 44) physically 
connecting an upper plate (e.g., 20), a lower body element (e.g., 26) having a lower 
connector element (e.g., 44) physically connecting a lower plate (e.g., 22), and a 
hinging element (e.g., 27). Regarding claim 1 1, the upper and lower plates are capable 
of rotating between different positions. Regarding claims 12-13, the upper and lower 
plates are removable. Regarding claims 14-17, at least one cutting member (e.g., 52) 
and at least one receptacle (e.g., 62). Regarding claims 18-23, an alignment tool (e.g., 
14). 

Conclusion 
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10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Messmer, Merrick, Kuhlman, Balback, Lo, and Hixon are cited to 
show related devices.
